By far the major portion of
workers sent to non-priority
firms were women therc being
few men available after the
priority © employers’ manpower
needs are met,

Only +a handful of workers
were sent to less essential firms
~—0.6% to be exact. These se-
lections were made from. those
physically disabled and the aged
whose skills could not be util-
ized in war production,

ertheless, they are given full in-
formation about war urgency

——==Bradley-—said=—that=—=the —1944
placement figure had broken all
records ‘in the history of the
Torrance USES office. The 1944
total placement figure of 7,003
almost doubled the 1943 place-
ment figure of 3,844,

1944, 680 placements were made.
In January 1945, the Torrance
office sent 860 men and women
to jobs thdat are winning the
war, :
